Extraordinary 1795 Flowing Hair Dollar 


1855 1795 Flowing Hair Dollar PCGS MS-63. Bolender 1. The first post-1794 variety listed for the Flowing Hair type! 
Indeed, this is often referred to as the Head of ‘94. The hair strands are clearly separated, unlike the blurred 
Outlines so often seen on other FH types. On the reverse, the individual wing and neck feathers are equally 
outstanding; only the very center of the breast (as struck) shows any blending of definition. Further elucidation 
is pointless. The collector will simply marvel at its details, since this variety was created with just that in mind. 
Too, the surface texture and color is similarly notable. There are no planchet adjustment marks (done at the 
U.S. Mint to remove excess silver from the finished coin) nor are there any scuffs or contact marks that are 
worthy of mention. Deep bluish-gray shades dominate the obverse periphery, which lightens to ash-gray at the 
central motif. The reverse has a distinct golden glow which accentuates its design elements. If all of this points 
to a degree of conservatism in its “MS-63” designation, it will prove justifiable when the bidding surpasses the 
$40,000 - $50,000 level frequently listed for this grade.
